They are syntheses of two 
disparate elements: Words. 
And pictures. Combine these 
words and pictures and you've 
got a comic strip at least and 
an effective synergism at best. 

My story would have lacked 
a depth of perception had it 
been presented in words alone. 
Similarly, Jose Bea's artwork 
(when considered from a story- 
telling aspect) would have 
been incomplete without my 
words. But together, I'd like to 
delude myself into thinking 
we've created something su- 
perior to that which each of us 
have had to offer separately. 

Advance reports on QUAV- 
ERING SHADOWS (from ту 
circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances) have ranged from 
praise to condescension. It's 
been called "beautiful . . . very 
effective." And it's been ridi- 
culed, viz: “Тоо long, captions 
unbelievably pretentious . . 
as if written by a madman 
or an author of a the- 


saurus . . ." Defense, at this 
point, is my prerogative. The 
verbosity of the captions and 
the narrative eloquence were 
conscious endeavors on my 
part to embue the story with 
an “olde timey’’ feel—the kind 
you get from Ambrose Bierce 
or H. P. Lovecraft. You know, 
the creepy-crawly, beasties: 
bumping-in-the-night type of 
thing. The author of the tale 
was a dignified, articulate Eng- 
lish country gentlemen, a prod- 
uct of times when the printed 
word only hinted at television's 
wasteland in the absurd sci- 
ence fiction of Wells and 
Verne. 


Now, if only television would 
take advantage of its acces- 
Sibility to synergism—after all, 
it is a medium sharing the at- 
tributes of comic strips, words. 
and visuals. And it has the 
benefit of moving pictures to 
boot. But I'll stick with my 
comic strips any time . . .
